AMENDMENT OF THE RENTS ORDINANCE. 


A glance at the Objects and Réasons in relation to the 
Bill toamend the recent Rents Ordinance indicates that 
. they are designed to strengthen. not to make fundamental 
alteration in, that Ordinance. Already experience has 
shown that ‘the less scrupulois tvpe of landlord is ready to 
take advantage of any loophole in the original enactment. 
and for the matter of that there are cases in which it does 
not sufficiently guard the landlord's interests. The other 
side, however, inthe nature of things is more dependent 

‘ upon the law for protection. and the amending measure 
promises to go an appreciable way in that direction. Take 
Sec. IV. of the Ordinance, which has reference to 
security of tenure, hence .is of primary importance. By 
sub-sec. I. the landlord has the right to give notice when 
he intends either to pull down a domestic tenement or to 

’ reconstruct it in such a way as to make it technically a 

new building. It appears that nearly all Chinese landlords 
are invoking this clause of the Ordinance without any 

serious intention of reconstruction. the proceeding being a 
camouflaged attempt to extract an increased rental,,a: “the 
Jandlord agrees to abandon the alleged intention to re- 
construct on the tenaut consenting to this process of 
“sqneeze. The amending Bill seeks to vounteract this 
practice by requiring the ‘landlord when giving notice to 

-particularise what he intends to do with the premizes, 
which should certainly do something towards circumserib- 
ing the malpractice referred to. 

Clause 6 of the new measure sounds sulticteatly drastic 
to act asa deterrent in regard to another malpractice—that 
of causing extreme inconvenience to an ocepant in order 
to get him out. A landlord who would take out windows 
or even pull down a staircase is not over-penalised even by 
such a Kefty fine as a thousand dollars. Another clause 
deals with a particularly unscrupulous type of imposition 
in connection with distress warrants, which are sometimes 
issued for amounts im excess of the standard rent on the 
assumption that, by reason of expense and technicalities, 
the tenant will have neither the means nor the knowledge 
to resist. 

“In clauses $-10 protection is provided for a very 
numerous class. A notice to quit by a lessee is not to 
affect a sub-lessee, unless the latter bas concurred in the 
notice; nor is a sub-lessee to be prejudiced by an ejectment
